Smolensk But9 Miles 


From Russian Sweep

LONDON, Sept. 23.—(AP)—The Red Army smashed to 
within 9-mile artillery range of Smolensk today, further 
flanked Kiev, and toppled the Ukraine citadel of Poltava 
to engulf German defenses along a 300-mile stretch. just 
short of the middle Dnieper river. 


A Soviet communique 
nounced the capture of Buzanovo, 
nine miles northeast of the Ger- 
man central stronghold of Smo- 
lensk, and Pochinok, 19 miles to 
the southeast, as Soviet armies, 
plunging westward, overran 863 
more towns and villages along 
the huge front 

Surging toward White Russia 
the Red Army also captured 
Unecha, rail junction midway be- 
tween Bryansk and Gomel, and 
the Moscow radio said Soviet 
troops already had crossed into 
that territory adjoining Poland. 

A Berlin broadcast acknow!l- 
edged the peril to Smolensk, Kiev, 
Cherkasi and other eastern front 
bastions; admitted the loss of Pol- 
tava, said Soviet troops had 
broken into Roslav! below Smo- 
lensk, and also stated “a few 
small” Russian detachments had 
reached the Dnieper river. 

The German military commen- 
tator, Captain Ludwig Sertorius, 
said the Red Army’s offensive was 
“the most gigantic of the entire 
eastern campaign,” and that the 
wide Soviet pincers move on the 
Ukraine capital of Kiev was being 
pressed with “extraordinary vio- 
lence.”

_ Public Furor. 

The statement stirred up a pub- 
lic furor, coming as it did on the 
eve of expected big offensives 
against the Japanese, not only in 
the Pacific, but under Mountbat- 
ten’s command in Burma and the 
Indian ocean, where the end of 
the monsoon season this month 
Opens the weather for large-scale 
operations. 

If MacArthur’s statement puz- 
zlied the public, it seemed to puz- 
zle Washington officialdom fully 
as much, The impression now, 

is that it was directed, 
not at the Allied high mand, 
but at comments of Australian, 
newspapers opposed to the govern- 
ment of Prime Minister Curtin. 

These papers had asserted that 
Mountbatteh would overshadow, 
and might even supersede Mac- 
Arthur—a development, inciden- 
tally which would have been as 
unpopular in Australia as in this 
country. Furthermore, they tagged 
MacArthur with sponsoring “‘is- 
land hopping” strategy. 

MacArthur Furious. 

The latter alone was enough to 
infuriate MacArthur, who has con- 
sistently opposed the tedious 
process of tightening the ring 
around Japan by methodical seiz- 
ure of island outposts, and has 
instead advocated what he terms 
broad and massive strategic 
strokes. However  curlous its 
terms, then, MacArthur's §state- 
ment is regarded here as an an- 
swer to Australian newspapers— 
and possibly also to similar im- 
plications in a statement made in 
the southwest Pacific by Senator 


| Chandler, Democrat, Kentucky. 


In the wake of all the clamor 
over what MacArthur might have 
meant, it can be stated on high, if 
unquotable, authority: 

(1) There is at present no con. 
troversy between MacArthur and 
the War Department, between 
MacArthur and the high com- 
mand. 

(2) Nothing happened at Que- 
bec to change MacArthur's status, 
the Quebec conference confining 
itself—as far as the war with Ja- 
pan is concerned—to plans affect- 
ing Mountbatten’s new command 
and to operations in China. 

(3) As far as operations in the 
southwest and south Pacific, and 
the co-ordinated operations in the 
central Pacific, are concerned, the 
broad decisions were reached at 
Casablanca. Details were settled 
at a conference of Pacific staff 
officers in Washington last spring.

Shoe Ration To Be Stretched 


23.—(/)—It will be six months instead 
of four between new pairs of shoes for civilians in the future, the 
Office of Price Administration announced tonight. 

The cut in civilian shoe rations is necessary, the agency said, 
because of “heavy drains for military purposes, gneatly reduced 
leather supplies and manpower shortages.” 

The change means that the new shoe stamp, which becomes 
valid November 1, will have to last until May 1, unless shoe pro- 
duction should exceed present estimates, OPA explained. 

Simultaneously, OPA announced that shoe stamp 18 in ration 
book 1 will not expire October 31 as planned originally, but will 
be extended indefinitely, overlapping the new stamp.

LONDON, Friday, Sept. 24.—( 
A great concentration of British 
bombers made a pulverizing as- 
sault against Hitler’s west wall de- 
fenses between Dunkirk and Calais 
early today while another strong 
force roared out for a new and 
deeper assault within the conti- 
nent. 

Great explosions shook the Eng- 
lish coast 20 miles away. Scores 
of enemy searchlights and burst- 
ing shells stabbed the skies while 
the bombers poured tons of ex- 
plosives on the fortifications 
guarding the French invasion 
coast. 

The roar of heavy bombers as 
they went out in a long proces- 
sion over Dover straits continued 
more than an hour. Within a 
few minutes after the flights 
started the Berlin, Koenigsberg. 
Leipzig, Paris and Luxembourg 
radios were silenced. 

24-Hour Assault. 

These night assaults climaxed 
a tremendous 24-hour bombing of- 
fensive—perhaps the greatest yet 
—against German continental air 
and sea bases and industrial tar- 
gets on a front 500 miles long and 
more than 200 miles deep from 
the west coast of France to the 
north coast of Germany. 


During that period at least 14 
targets were blasted by heavy 
and medium bomber armadas. 

German planes made insignifi- 
cant raids on areas of East Anglia 
and the northeast coast. Neither 
property damage nor casualties 
were reported. 

The VU. S. Eighth Air Force 
staged its first double-header in 14 
months of operations with twin 
daylight raids on the Nazi subma- 
rine base at Nantes by Flying For- 
fresses, while’ Marauders ranged 
deep into France for two attacks 
on German airfields.

wiped out and its launches seized. 

The British radio said “at least 
seven separate engagements are 
now being fought in the Fiume 
area.” It said Idria was the seat 
of one of the biggest mercury 
mines in Europe. 
dynamite crews demolished the 
Naples waterfront, scuttled 30 
ships to block the harbor and 
wrecked industrial and rail cen- 
ters in the great Italian metrop- 
olis in apparent preparation for 
evacuation as Allied armies 
lunged within sight and sound of 
the wholesale destruction. 

Battle for Corsica. 

The battle for Corsica was in 
its final stage. French troops 
and American Rangers closed in 
on Bastia, northeast port of Na- 
poleon’s island birthplace, cutting 
off German escape. General 
Henri Giraud, French commander 
in chief, predicted that all Ger- 
mans on the island would be 
ousted or killed in “from 10 to 
15 days.” 

Advances of from® 10 to 15 
miles in central and southern 
Italy put great chunks of land be- 
hind the straightening Allied 
lines. 

The whole German left flank 
in the Salerno area, 20 to 40 
miles south of Naples, was pried 
loose and turned inland. The 
American Fifth and British Eighth 
armies were advancing and forc- 
ing Marshal Albert Kesselring to 
draw grudgingly back on the in- 
terior approaches to flaming Na- 
ples. 

Ginosa, 
fell. 

The British radio said Auletta 
and Contursi had been captured. 
Aulette is 36 miles southeast of 
Salerno on the road to Potenza. 
Contursi is 26 miles southeast of 
Salerno, and there the Germans 
admitted “a dent made by the 
enemy in our positions.” 

A French communique sald the 
Germans lost heavily in men and 
material near the tiny Corsican | 
seaport of Solenzara, 


Avigliano and Acerno 


south of Bastia on the east coast. 
A small number of Rangers are 
fighting alongside the French and 
Corsican patriots in the ‘battle. 
Bastia was bombed again, and 
flight routes between Corsica and 
Leghorn and Elba were constant- 
ly patrolled. The French bulletin 
said: 

“Allied navies and air forces are 
maintaining a very effective 
blockade of the eastern coast of 
the island, making it difficult for 
the enemy to evacuate material or 
personnel by sea or by air.” 

German air power over the en- 
tire Mediterranean appeared to be 
in a state of collapse. The Allies 
battered German ships leaving 
Corsica, roamed freely over south- 
ern Italy to crash high explosives 
among the fleeing foe, and bomb- 
ed objectives in Greece, Rhodes 
and Crete without molestation. 

Almost no Nazi aircraft were 
reported anywhere along the l1,- 
500-mile Mediterranean § front, 
and huge Allied ship convoys 
moved at will. 

Most of the Allied land gains 
in Italy were north of Taranto 
and above the instep of the Ital- 
ian boot as the reinforced British 
Eighth Army and British Fifth 
Corps pushed forward on the heels 
of Germans retreating northward 
toward the cluster of major air 
fields around Foggia. 

Ginosa is 25 miles northwest of 
Taranto and 14 miles inland from 
its gulf. Avigliano is 50 miles east 
of Salerno and eight miles north- 
west of Potenza. Acerno is 18 
miles east and slightly north of 
Salerno. 

Thus the continuous Allied line 
from Salerno on the Mediterra- 
nean to above Par! on the Adriatic 
had been pushed forward eight 
miles northwest of Potenza, 14 
miles north of Sala Consilina and 
10 miles west of Mottala, which 
is north of Taranto. 

Small gains were made north 
of Salerno in the last mountain 
barrier to the plains of Naples. 
There the Germans resisted stub- 
bornly while they destroyed every- 
thing of value in the once-beauti- 
ful city of 925,000. A smoke blan- 


60 miles | ket hung — over * Naples and ap- 
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proaching Allied troops could hear 
frequent explosions. 

Aerial photographs showed the 
destruction of the Naples water- 
front to be worse than were the 
German demolitions at Tripoli in 
North Africa. 

“At least 30 Italian ships have 
been scuttled and sunk and prac- 
tically every usable berth along 
the docks has been blocked” by 
Nazi demolitions, an official an- 
nouncement said. 


“Fires have been burning along 
the docks for several days, ap- 
parently the result of demolitions. 
Charges have been seen to explode 
among the docks.” 

Somber Pictures. 

The somber pictures also 
showed that the industrial area 
north of the docks had been 
wrecked. Railroad yards were de- 
molished. 

“The extent to which this is go- 
ing on indicates the enemy is de- 
termined to make the big port— 
one of the largest and. best of 
peacetime harbors—completely 
useless to Allied tiroops when they 
occupy it,” the Allied air forces 
stated. 

The port of Naples is the prin- 
cipal prize. Its possession will 
greatly facilitate Allied logistics. 
A great harbor close to the for- 
ward battlelines would simplify 
the problems of supply and rein- 
forcement, allowing the largest 
transports and cargo carriers ‘o 
unload at oocks rather than have 
to ferry their loads to beaches in 
lighters and landing craft. Ex- 
perience in North Africa showed 
that the most thorough demolli- 
tions failed to permanently knock 
out harbors. The thoroughness of 
the wrecking at Naples, however, 
quite likely will delay bringing 
the harbor into effective use. 

General Eisenhower’s commu- 
nique said “both the Fifth and 
Eighth Armies continued to ad- 
vance,” and added: 

“The enemy continues to cling 
hard to his positions in the west- 
ern sector while tending to With- 
draw his left flank.” 

No heavy fighting was reported 
in Italy, where both sides were re- 
grouping and building up strength 
for the next critical battle, expect- 
ed shortly.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 23.—(AP)—A _ proposed wage 
agreement which would boost coal miners’ daily earnings by 
$1.75 or more was laid before the War Labor Board today by 
the United Mine Workers of America and the Illinois Coal 


Operators’ Association.

Admiral King 
Cites Progress 


In Pacific War 


OMAHA, Sept. 23.—(4)—Allied 
forces in the Pacific “are not fight- 
ing a holding operation against the 
Japanese,” but are performing of- 
fensive operations that will in- 
crease as more means are allo- 
cated to the Pacific theater, Ad- 
miral Ernest J. King, commander 
in chief of the United States fleet 
and chief of naval operations, de- 
clared today. 

At a general press interview 
here following his speech before 
the national American Legion con- 
vention, Admiral King asserted 
that Allied forces in the Pacific 
will “throw more and more mon- 
key wrenches into the machinery 
of the enemy as we get more and 
more monkey wrenches to throw.” 

He asserted that in the Pacific 
theater bases are being taken 
away from the Japanese and will 
be an aid when the time comes to 
press against the enemy. 

War material taken from the 
enemy, such as the Italian fleet, 
will be used by the Allies “accord- 
ing to its capabilities,” Admiral 
King said. He estimated that up 
toa month ago “about two-thirds 
of:the Italian fleet was in our 
hands.”

George Bernard Shaw Says: 


More, Not Fewer, Restrictions 


Would Be Iniposed Were I Boss 


(Copyright, 1943. All Rights Reserved.) | 


NEW YORK, Sept. 23.— 
(NANA)—The passing years do 
not appear to be blunting the wit 
nor dulling the cutting edge of 
George Bernard Shaw’s observa- 
tions on current events. He dem- 


onstrates that in an exclusive in- 
terview obtained by Judy Barden 
of the New York Sun’s London 
bureau, a report of which reach- 
ed here today. 

The 87-year-old philosopher- 
writer-critic begins by suggesting 
that if he were running things 
there would be more, rather than 
fewer, restrictions on individuals 
and concludes by suggesting that 
the present crop of workers and 
the parasites who live off them 
might be better off dead than 
existing as they do today. 

Miss Barden, like many other 
journalists in London, has been 
trying to find out how the cynical 
philosopher feels about the post- 
war world. She sought an inter- 
view, knowing that Mr. Shaw is 
reputed never to see any inter- 
viewer, but to her gratification 
he did allow her to send a list 
of questions to which he wrote 
replies. 

Replies Tantalizing. 


Often, Miss Barden admits, the 
replies were tantalizing in that 
they suggest more questions 
which an interview with the post- 
man as intermediary do not per- 
mit. But they are_ typically 
Shavian. 

Heading her questions “After 
the War Is Won,” Miss Barden 
asked, “What. restrictions would 
you remove first, and why?” This 
drew a tart, “Why do you think 
I would remove any? I‘ should 
probably impose dozens more.” 

Asked the form of government 
he would like, Mr. Shaw replied: 
“Government by people of care- 
fully tested capacity for the job. 
Anything would be better than 
‘our present lot of Anybodies cho- 
sen by Everybody. We need panel

tors. Read Aldous Huxley on the 
subject.” 

On the question of maintaining 
armies of occupation in the Axis 
satellite countries, the sage fired 
back, “Are there to be any satel- 
lite countries?” Then he added: 
“I thought we were contemplat- 
ing commonwealths and federa- 
tions. If we mean only to knock 
the enemy down and then pass 
the rest of our lives sitting on 
his head we shall have plenty of 
armies of occupation spending 
our money abroad.” 

Another question to be parried 
with a question was that in which 
Miss Barden asked whether Mr. 
Shaw would bring about equality 
of sexes in all walks of life. He 
wrote, “What do you mean by 
equality?” He then continued: 
“Women will always be more im- 
portant than men because without 
many women there could be no 
men, though a handful of men 
would be enough to keep a thou- 
sand women in full reproduction. 
The equality to aim at is a suffi- 
cient equality of income to make 
all our men and women intermar- 
riageable.”’ 

How About America? 


Asked whether he would recon- 
sider his \decision about going to 
America and, if net, why he did 
not wish to go, the playwright 
passed up a chance to take a fling 
at Hollywood by simply observing: 
“I haven’t made any decision 
about it. I will go tomorrow if 
necessary. But I never want to 
go anywhere, because I find plenty 
to do where I am” 

On the subject of returning to 
pre-war newspapers from the pres- 
ent editions, abbreviated by war- 
time restrictions on newsprint, 
Mr. Shaw wrote: “I haven't no- 
ticed any -erious differences. 
There is no use talking to an octo- 
genarian about new styles and old 
styles. He was familiar with all 
the latest novelties before you 
were born.” 


Working Man's Status. 


It is almost possible to envision 
the sardonic twinkle in Mr. Shaw’s 
eye as he wrote the answer to the 
concluding question: “What do you 
consider will constitute happy liv- 
ing for the working man?’ 

The reply was: “It is not whaf I 
consider but what he considers 
that you have to ascertain. I do 
not ‘consider either the working 
man as he exists today or his par- 
asites, the ladies and gentlemen, 
desirable species. They will be 
better dead. For their successors, 
I cannot answer.” 

Although he had not been will- 
ing to receive Miss Barden in per- 
son, Mr. Shaw evidences an appre- 
ciation of the value reporters put 
on special interviews by inscrib- 
ing his answers, “Exclusive to 
Miss Judy Barden. G. Bernard 
Shaw, 3lst August, 1943.”

Hitler and his generals even have land defenses 
of the strength they have proclaimed and 
certainly there is no adequate defense for 
Germany from the air. 

It is believed by many competent observers 
of war developments in Europe that Germany 
is now getting ready to withdraw within a 
radius which she believes is best adapted for 
a last-stand defense. This would probably be 
bounded, in rough terms, by the Baltic in the 
north, the Dneiper river in the east, the Po 
and the Danube rivers in the south and a line 
through the eastern borders of France, Belgium 
and the Netherlands on the west. 

If such a development is taking place, there 
are two*factors of primary importance. One 
is that the Russians are already close to the 
Dneiper in the east and threaten to break that 
line, and the other is that any such withdraw- 
al would be irrefutable confession by Germany 
that she recognizes her defeat and is preparing 
to start bargaining for the best possible peace 
terms. | 

If the Nazis are planning to sue far peace, 
it is of utmost importance that full rapproch- 
ment between Russia and the Anglo-American 
allies be accomplished at once, if it has not 
already been achieved. For there are two great 
dangers to face the Allies when Germany 
begins a peace offensive. One is that a fake 
“revolution” in Germany may deceive us into 
believing the German people have purged 
themselves of Nazi and militaristic taint. The 
other is that either we or the Russians might 
accept terms unacceptable to the other, thus 
leaving Germany free to continue fighting 
either east or west, but not on both fronts. 

Whatever actual war developments are, 
however, Germany is on the horns of a classic 
dilemma. She cannot strengthen one front 
without weakening another. She cannot stop 
the air attack which is steadily eliminating her 
war industries and resources. 

Whatever she does in war strategy from 


now on can only serve to aid the Allied cause.

Making Room 

The transfer of United States Liberator 
bomber squadrons from Britain to North Africa 
carries more than one interesting implication. 

It is obvious the move will make possible 
greater use of the bombers in attack against 
German cities and war industries. Weather 
conditions over the Mediterranean and Italy 
are better during the winter months than they 
are over England and Western Europe. Thus 
the bombers will have more days on which 
they can assault the enemy, instead of being 
grounded by adverse weather, from their new 
bases. ‘ 

Another important point, however, is that 
the withdrawal of large numbers of American 
planes from Britain will probably not lessen 
the power of air attack from that base of 
operations. For the rate of bomber production 


now achieved, both here and in Britain, is such 


that the squadrons moved to Africa can be 
quickly, if not immediately, replaced in Britain 
by new ships and new crews to operate them. 

As a matter of fact it is likely that the 
capacity in Britain for air fields and head- 
quarters for the air forces: has about reached 
the limit of saturation. Britain, after all, is a 
comparatively small island, by area. There is 
a limit to the accomodation available there for 
landing fields and air bases.

Japan Wakes Up 

That they are engaged in a war in 
which they will be the eventual losers has 
finally penetrated the egotéstical brains of Tojo 
and the war lords of Japan. It is a fair surmise 
that Hirohito, the Son of Heaven, is having 
some anxious periods in which he fefrs that 
sooner or later he may be the target for some 
missiles from above the clouds that cannot be 
mistaken as messages from heaven. 

The ease with which the Japanese surprised 
United States forces at Wake Island, the neg- 
ligible defense they encountered in taking over 
the South Pacific area after the heroic defense 
of the Philippines, boosted their ego to the 
point they thought defeating the United States 
and Great Britain and gaining control of the 
entire Pacific area, including China and India, 
would be a comparatively easy matter. Now 
they realize they “bit off more than they can 
chew.” One Axis partner has crumpled before 
the might of the American and British, and 
the other is reeling under the onrushing Rus- 
sian juggernaut. 

Closer home they have suffered stinging 
defeats in the Aleutians, the Solomon Islands 
and New Guinea, coupled with serious deple- 
tion of Nipponese air power and shipping. Al- 
ready suffering considerably by the attrition 
of several years of war with China, and forced 
to keep a large force on the Russian’ boundary 
in Manchukuo, Tojo has issued a series of 
orders calling for greater sacrifices by the 
people of Japan and the areas under Japanese 
control in China, Manchukuo and Formosa. 
These orders include total mobilization of the 
entire civilian population, abolishment of age 
limits, making all persons liable for national 
service, including women; strengthening gov- 
ernment control over all industry and strict 
self-sufficiency of all foodstuffs. 

Realizing that Tokyo will be one of the 
first targets for United States bombers, prep- 
aration is being made for government evacua- 
tion of that city, and plans are contemplated 
for hurried evacuation from key manufactur- 
ing cities. “The Japanese nation in all its 
classes and professions must fully understand 
the seriousness of the present conflict, both 
internal and external, and must be inspired by 
an unbending will to victory,” Tojo informed 
the nation in his broadcast. 

Tojo is singing a different song than that 
of Yamamoto, who said he would sign the peace 
with the United tates in Washington. Tojo’s 


. note of defeat and appeal for loyalty and all- 


out support of the people is remindful of the 
change in the propaganda blasts of Joe Goeb- 
bels, who a short time back was telling the 
German nation how they would triumph over 
the Allies, but is now begging the Germans not 
to crack.

WASHINGTON PARADE 


By GLADSTONE WILLIAMS: 


PUZZLING ATTITUDE WASHINGTON, Sept. 23.--Until the 


full facts are known it is difficult to 
pass judgment on the rather extraordinary statement just issued 


by our South Pacific commander, General, Douglas MacArthur, 

who seems to think that he has been relegated to a secondary role 
in the Asiatic theater by the appointment of 
Lord Louis Mountbatten as leader of Allied 
forces in India. 


The public will have to be given more in- 


formation before the situation can be appraised 
intelligently. 

Judging by surface indications, however, 

. General MacArthur has spoken somewhat out 

of turn. It is’ highly unusual, to say the least, 


for a military commander to express himself 


so freely, and with the implied criticism his 
statement contains, on matters of over-all strat- 
egy as determined by the high command. 
In military circles there is a tendency to 
oe st remind General MacArthur that.a good soldier 
poate takes his orders without questioning and that 
this applies all the way up the ranks from a private to the com- 
manding officer. 

The effect of the South Pacific commander’s statement is to 
question the strategy agreed upon at the Roosevelt-Churchill Quebec 
conferences for pressing the attack against Japan. We are led to 
assume that General MacArthur proposed one course of action, 
while the high command accepted another, revolving around the 
launching of a great offensive from India for the reopening of the 
Burma Road. 


QUESTION FOR EXPERTS General MacArthur evidently 


has his mind set on more di- 
rect ‘blows against Japan. He wants to reduce to a minimum the 
island-hopping campaign we have heretofore conducted in the Pa- 
cific and make bold thrusts against the Japanese mainland. Most 
of all, he probably looks forward to the day when he will be able 
to fulfill his promise to chase the Japs out of the Philippines. 


The layman is not qualified to discuss the merits of the two stray 


tegic plans. That is a question for the experts. 


But the question having been decided by the experts, as we may 
assume it has, it does not seem to come with very good grace for 
General MacArthur to raise a dissenting voice in public. He might 
protest the decision in private and give added reasons why his pro 
posed line of action should be accepted, but to bring the issue into 
the opén smacks of political implications. It is contrary to all sound 
military behavior. 


HINTS AT POLITICS All of this forces the reminder that 


the South Pacific commander has 
been prominently projected as a Republican presidential candidate. 
In an effort to embarrass the Roosevelt administration, his name 
was first trotted out by the isolationist press of the country, led 
by the Chicago Tribune, shortly after the general’s magnificent de- 
fense of Bataan. 


Since then the movement has taken firmer hold. Recent nation- 


wide polls have shown him to be running third for the nomination, ° 


ranking next in popular choice to Governor Dewey, of New York, 
and Wendell L. Willkie, who were first and second, respectively. 
Several prominent leaders in the party, including Senator Arthur 
Vandenberg, of Michigan, himself a leading candidate for the nomi- 
nation three years ago, have come out openly for MacArthur. 


Reading the general’s statement in the light of these circum- 
stances, it is not altogether possible to escape the suspicion that he 
may have issued his critical blast with an eye to furthering his 
presidential campaign. 


MAY BE OTHERS If that is true, the present outburst may 

be the forerunner of still others to come. 
It might be the beginning of an issue over the conduct of the war 
in the Pacific which would lead ultimately to General MacArthur 
relinquishing his command and returning to the United States to 
launch a political campaign. 

Certainly if the generaly has presidential ambitions, this would 
be the way to give them expression. Democrats concede that he 
would make a formidable candidate against the President. 

Because of his age, Genera® MacArthur is subject to retirement 
early next year. Up to now, however, there has been little thought 
of the War Department not keeping him on by waiving the age 
limit, which is permissible. 

But if MacArthur has been stung by the presidential bee noth- 
ing would suit his purpose better than to force an issue between 
himself and the high command which would result in him being 


relieved of his post. 
in his recent statement. 


PRIMA DONNAISH? 


There are the earmarkings of such an issue 


Still another way of looking at the 


situation is that MacArthur has no 
political ambitions, but is merely resentful of the implications of 


the Mountbatten appointment. 


Although regarded as one of our 


ablest military commanders, the general long has been rated as 


something of a prima donna. 


If he got the idea that his own leadership was being superseded 
by another hilitary man in the Pacific area, although far removed 
from his immediate sphere of action, he probably would be resent- 


ful. 


His recent statement indicates at least that, though it has 


not been made clear yet just how Lord Mountbatten’s assignment 
conflicts with General MacArthur’s authority in the Pacific.

Sometimes a cause fails through 
adoption of the wrong slogan. 
Sometimes an advertising cam- 
paign fails because the slogan 
chosen, by inanity or irksome rep- 
etition, becomes an irritation in# 
stead of a» compulsion. 


With those preliminary re- 
marks, let us get down to appli- 
cation of the motto principle to 
the real subject of this morning’s 
column, which is prison reform 
in Georgia. That is the livest is- 
sue today in this state, and next 
to activities dealing directly with 
the war, the most important prob- 
lem we, led by Governor Arnall, 
have to solve. 


So, let us consider adoption of 
a suitable motto for whoever is 
chosen to lead Georgia’s prisons 
out of the swamp of brutality into 
the sunshine of decent humanity. 


First Find 


Root of Trouble. 

In undertaking any reform it 
is essential that first of all we un- 
cover and understand the basic 
falsity which has created the un- 
happy conditions we seek to end. 


It has always seemed to me that 
the reot cause of Georgia prison 
shame is the wrong attitude found 
among a majority of the men who 
have control of our prison institu- 
tions, camps, etc. Despite protest- 
ations to the contrary it is true 
that, save for a pitifully few ex- 
ceptions, the wardens and guards 
who contro] the destinies of the 
men and women who must pay 
society for violating the laws, are 
totally unfitted for their task be- 
cause of a wrong mental approach. 


Most of these men know noth- 
ing of the regeneration purpose of 


| 


imprisonment, Their minds are 
capable only of grasping the me 
dieval thought of punishment. 
They consider their duty done if 
they can keep their charges cow: 
ed, thoroughly subdued. And their 
methods of achieving this end are 
brutality and rigid, physical en- 
sMvement of the poor bodies in 
their charge. 


Of course this is all wrong. You 
can’t find the spark of goodness 
that is present even in the most 
incorrigible convict if you consider 
him in the same class as an ani- 
mal, a brute to be broken and 
controlled by whip or spur. 


Must Be 
New Spirit. 

_Governor Arnall is seeking the 
right man for the place as director 
of corrections, a new position 
which will carry with it full 
responsibility for the direction of 
Georgia’s penal system. 


It seems to me that such a man, 
whoever is chosen, must bring with 
him a new and truly Christian ap- 
proach to the relationship between 
prisoners and those who control 
them and direct their prison lives. 
He must be a man with such 
strength of character that his 
ideals and purposes must be re- 
flected in the mind and heart of 
= warden, every guard in the 
state. 


It is a huge undertaking, to 
change the mental attitude of an 
entire state-wide group. Many, of 
necessity, must be replaced by 
others. These are the ones whose 
temperaments are so impregnated 
with the old idea they can never 
change. Some, it is believed, at 
heart are good men and, given the 
chance, will respond to the new 
order of prison management in 
satisfactory manner. 


Now we come to the choice of a 
motto, by which the new head of 
the state prison system may put 
into words the idea that he must 
impress upon all his subordinates 
if the reform we seek is to come 
to pass. 

I have two such mottoes to sug- 
gest. The first, with necessary 
interpolations to fit the circum- 
stance, is from the Bible. You are 
all familiar with it: 

“. . . all things whatsoever ye 
would that men should do to you, 
(if you were a convict) do ye even 
so to them:” (when you are a 
warden. ) 

A man named John Bradford 
once watched a convict pass by. 
And Bradford said: 

“There, but for the grace of 
God, goes John Bradford.” 

That is my alternate, or second 
suggestion, of a motto for those 
in charge of Georgia’s prison sys- 
tem. 


FAIR ENOUGH

NEW YORK, Sept. 
Loyalty 23.—One_ great’ ap- 
Omitted peal is conspicuously 
lacking in the preach- 
ments to the young people of the 
United States concerning the brave 
new world of the future, of which 
they will be the masters. There 
are freedoms up to seven now, 
compensated, of course, by sacri- 
fices of ordinary human individ- 
ual liberties which have been in- 
stinctive in the United States; but 
there has been no mention of loy- 
alty. This is a sensitive topic in a 
nation whose marriages to the ex- 
tent of one in six end in the di- 
vorce court, for loyalty begins in 
the home and is the cement in 
the family unit which is the basic 
unit of civilization. 


That loyalty is to be observed 
every day on the railroads and 
around the military camps in 
which American youth is training 
to fight. Young wives go rattling 
over the railroads, many of them 
under hardship conditions, from 
New England to San Diego, from 
Minnesota to Florida, to be close 
to their young husbands until the 
last possible moment. Some have 
babies in their arms and some are 
obviously expecting. Many carry 
their own hand baggage for lack 


lack of money to pay the porters; 
they sit up day and night in hot, 
ill-ventilated trains and when 
they arrive often there is no de- 
cent housing for them. Many of 
them take jobs in war factories 
or in restaurants or hotels who 
might remain in reasonable com- 
fort and security at home, in order 
to have a few more hours together 
and some of the most poignant lit- 
tle stories from overseas have 
been glimpses of the longing of 
young soldiers to see their wives, 
and babies, born since they went 
away. 


Youth has not had 
Lack of an inspiring public 
Example example of this first 

loyalty in recent 
years, and it has received nowhere 
in the propaganda of that which 
might be called tne political youth 
movement the emphasis that has 
been given to political strategy, 
economic problems and the free- 
doms. Conspicuous families, in- 
cluding leading personalities of 
middle-age and beyond, have been 
disrupted in our own country and, 
in Britain, a scandalous round- 
robin of wife trading culminated 
in a historical political smash in 
which those who upheld an old- 
fashioned concept of family loy- 
alty were abused from the “lib- 
eral” side for repudiating an ex- 
ample. which would have reduced 
the family to the status of the 
animals in the barnyard. They 
were called “Tories,” “Reaction- 
aries” and “Fascists.” 


Indeed, not even loyalty to the 
United States is now placed first 
in the program for the future 
which is presented to youth in the 
war. Instead it is urged that this 
youth fight for a new world and 
alist of objectives called free- 
doms the achievement of which 
would abrogate much of the fun- 
damental human freedom or lib- 
erty on which American life is 
based. Men who have placed the 
United States. first, and alone, 
have been berated as friends of 
the enemy as though a narrow 
and exclusive devotion to their 
own country to the neglect of 
Siam or Ethiopia were somehow 
un-American. 


° Strangely, family loy- 
Family alty, the integrity of 
Loyalty the home in which 

young Americans re- 
ceive their teaching, example and 
inspiration, has been avoided as @ 
topic too delicate or embarrassing 
for discussion. To stand by and 
rescue a wounded buddy in action 
is a great thing, but on the other 
hand, to call off a marriage and 
deprive children of the leadership 
and companionship of one parent 
and to set them an intimate and 


ishness is not even questionable 
conduct. In the more radical 
areas of politics, apostasy to a po- 
litical belief or objective, or to the 
personality of a leader will be 
condemned as an _ unforgivable, 
personal crime by some persons 
who nevertheless see nothing 
worse in the repudiation of a mar- 
riage for casual, selfish. reasons 
than the violation of a treaty of 
convenience by a European state. 


This war has greatly stimulated 
marriage among American youth 
and it is possible that the ratio 
of divorces established by civilians 
will be maintained by them. Cer- 
tainly the political youth move- 
ment has not regarded family in- 
tegrity as any of its business. But, 
fortunately, only a small propor- 
tion of this youth has ever had 
any contact with organized youth 
under planned political leadership 
and the majority, whether poor, 
middle class or rich, carry over 
into marriage the inspiration not 
of worldly, prominent personali- 
ties but that of their own hum- 
drum, loyal parents in their little 
bree homes.

MISSION TO MOSCOW &ussia’s army is moving closer and 
closer to the Polish borders of 
1940. 


It is entirely possible the Germans will fall back to a posi- 
tion along those borders; abandoning’the Russian territory so blood- 
ily and sacrificially won in the first two summer campaigns against 
the Russians. 

It can hardly have been the German plan in Italy to do more 
than to fight a delaying game, hoping to exact 
enough death from American troops so that 
American public opinion would be swung to- 
ward a negotiated peace. 

The German plan can never have been any- 
thing else but a slow retreat back to the Po. 
They’ may even move back beyond the pass. 
I cannot agree with the military experts 
commentators that the great German stand 
be made at the Po. The Brenner Pass i 
nerable enough to air power, from bases 
will be obtained in the drive to the Po, to 
prevent the Germans getting supplies and am- 
munition for a long-sustained stand at the Po. 
Wrecked railroads, obstructed roads, and bomb- 
ings of all communications would make the Po 
untenable after a comparatively short stand. 
With Russsian prestige high in Europe, and 
sure to be higher once the German retreat be- 
comes apparent to all the conquered peoples, our coming mission to 
Moscow assumes a greater importance than ever before. 

It has been said that England and the United States will meet 
with the Russians. The meeting place has not been announced, 
and likely will not be announced until the meeting begins. Mean- 
while, the identity of our representative is important. 


: LL The best Washington reports have it that the 
NOE ME. EU secretary. of state, Mr. Cordell Hull, will not 
attend because of his ill health and also because of the unfortunate 
public airing of the resignation of Sumner Welles. It is a pity that 
Mr. Hull cannot go and it also is to be regretted that Mr. Welles 
cannot be the one to represent us. 

Word now is that W. Averill Harriman, American lend-lease 
administrator in London, may be our choice. 

That would be the lappiest choice that could be made. 

Mr. Harriman is an American businessman. I am not sure, but 
I think he is of the type kno as the “hard-headed” type of busi- 
nessman. Sometimes this type, unfortunately, is all too hard-headed. 
Mr. Harriman does not fall in this last category. 

He is a Yale graduate; was, and may still be, an expert polo 
player, and is, I beliéve, chairman of the board of the Union Pacific, 
director in a large New York bank or so, and otherwise well con- 
nected. 

Mr. Harriman, however, is not afraid. That is why he is a 
happy choice. Mr. Harriman knows perfectly well that the heart 
and the spirit of this country are sound. He knows, too, that this 
administration is not trying to destroy the profit system or the sys- 
tem of private enterprise. He does not see the specter of Com- 
munism behind doors or under his bed. He knows a great deal 
about international affairs and he is not provincial. 

Mr. Harriman, furthermore, is an industrialist who can think in 
terms of international trade. He*“has definite ideas about world 
trade and the part of this*country in the years after the war. 

He is not at all influenced by the old-line diplomats and he 
favors trade policies rather than power policies. He is a good, 
sound man, 

But, as I said before, the best thing about him is that he isn’t 
afraid. He isn’t afraid of Russia, or England, and, most important, 
he isn’t afraid of the American people. It is perfectly amazing how 
many persons are becoming afraid of the American people. 

So, I hope it will be Mr. Harriman who goes to Russia. 


THE BIG STAKES There is a great deal to clear up. There 

are questions of boundaries, of our de 
sires in the Balkans, in Italy, in the new setup of Greece, the prob- 
lem of China, and so on. ' 

There is the greater problem of some sort of beginnings at 
agreement on what the three big powers will do in the future struc- 
ture of the world. All the others are part of it, of course, but even 
they could be settled without attacking the real problem. 

It is perfectly apparent that in some of the Balkans there will 
be a great deal of sympathy for Russia even though that country 
does not lift a hand. It cannct be argued we should seek to pre 
vent this and insist they model themselves after our own pattern, 

It is very important that we find out what Russia thinks of the 
French problem. It is well worth keeping in mind that DeGaulle 
has had a representative there all along. 

It is most necessary we ask something about the Free Germany 
committee in Russia, which committee Russians recognized as we 
have recognized the Free French committee. That sort of com- 
mittee is much more flexible than our own “unconditional surren- 
der” basis of approach. 

There is a lot to be done. It is not a time to send one of our 
famous closed minds. Nor, of course, is it a time to send a visionary 
or a dreamer. It is a time to send one of our best minds and one 
of our Americans who is not afraid of his own people or of those 
with whom he has to deal. 

I have now argued myself that Mr. Harriman ought to be the 
man all along. Thére just isn’t anyone else on the scene who fits 
into this latest, and most important, mission to Moscow.

Fortunes of Democratic Party 


Almost Wholly 


By GEORGE GALLUP. 


Director, American institute of Public 
Opinion. . 


PRINCETON, N. J., Sept. 23.— 
As the 1944 political campaign 
gets under way, it is becoming in- 
creasingly apparent that the for- 


tunes of the Democratic party are 
almost completely tied to one man 
—Franklin D. Roosevelt. 

In the course of talking to thou- 
sands of Democratic voters rep- 
resenting a true cross-section of 
the party’s rank and file, the In- 
stitute has found that Mr. Roose- 
velt is their overwhelming choice 
for nominee next year. Additional 
evidence of the extent to which 
the party’s success at the polls de- 
pends on Roosevelt is furnished in 
a new presidential “trial heat” 
just completed by the Institute. 

Dewey Over Wallace. 

In this test race, Henry A. Wal- 
lace, the Democratic leader who 
stands next to Roosevelt in popu- 
larity with the party’s voters, was 
pitted against Governor Thomas 
E. Dewey, the most popular Re- 
publican candidate at the moment. 
Voters were asked to state their 
choice if presented with the two 
men as opposing candidates. 

The results give Governor Dew- 
ey a decided advantage at this 
time. They show that Dewey 
would likely carry every section 
of the country except the south. 
In terms of total popular vote } : 
would have a 6-to-4 advantage 
against Wallace. 

This is in sharp contrast to the 
results of a similar trial heat in 
which Dewey was pitted against 
Roosevelt himself. In that survey 
Roosevelt polled a majority.

Home treatment of tuberculosis 
infected children may release 154 


beds at Battle Hill Tuberculosis 
Sanitarium and Alto, state tuber- 
culosis hospital, for other use 
within the next few months. 

The modernly accepted prefer- 
able method of treating childhood 
attacks of tuberculosis ds in the 
home rather than hospitalizing the 
cases, Dr. T. F. Abercrombie, state 
health commissioner, and Dr. J. C. 
Burch, superintendent of Battle 
Hill, asserted. 

In fact, childhood patients at 
Alto have been reduced from a 
capacity of 75 to four, and at 
Battle Hill, Atlanta’s tuberculosis 
hospital, white patients. have been 
reduced from a capacity of 40 to 
16, and Negro cases from a ca- 
pacity of 39 to 18, with the num- 
ber of patients dropping steadily. 

Tuberculosis experts now be- 
lieve that childhood infections are 
more effectively treated in their 
own homes. They cite that most 
childhood attacks are not infec- 
tious since the germ attacks glands 
rather than the lungs. In glandu- 
lar attacks mo one could be in- 
fected, doctors say.

He said he would not recommend 
placing adults suffering from pul- 
monary tuberculosis in the same 
wards with children, but that if 
all children were finally elimi- 
nated he saw no reason why the 
space should not be used for 
adults. 

Thomas K. Glenn, chairman of 
the Grady hospital board of trus- 
tees, which controls Battle Hill, 
pointed out that many persons 
now are providing their own hos- 
pitalization, but that after the 
war and high paid jobs there 
might be even more need for the 
Battle Hill preventoriums. He 
and Dr. Burch were studying the 
matter with a view of ‘keeping 
Battle Hill functioning at peak 
efficiency.

Clark Gable Wins Air Medal 
On Fifth Mission as Gunner

A FLYING FORTRESS STA- 
TION SOMEWHERE IN NG- 
LAND, Sept. 23.—(INS)—Captain 
Clark Gable completed his fifth 
mission as aerial gunner and 
photographer aboard a United 
States Flying Fortress Thursday 
and earned the Air Medal for his 
work,

e,| star recalled on his return to base 


that Thursday marks his fifth 
month in the overseas service of 
the Army Air Corps. 

He recalled also that it was just 
13 years ago that he started out 
in the entertainment field. 

“Believe me, honey,” he said, 
“between the two ‘theaters, the 
European theater of operations is 
the tougher one—but definitely.” 

Gable’s five raids have left him 
without a scratch. Except for the 
need of a shave and a tear on the 
seat of his overalls, there was not 
the slightest indication the actor 
had returned from a raid marked 
by enemy attacks and accurate 
antiaircraft fire. 

Bearing of Officer. 


If Gable were any place where 
he would not be recognized as 
one of Hollywood’s most famous 
products it would be difficult to 


.| distinguish him from any combat 


officer. 

He came into the interrogation 
hut with his crew, drank coffee 
from a thick china mug and ate 
several chopped ham and pickle 
sandwiches. 

So average a combat man has 
Gable become that he has the 
outlook of veterans toward these 
raids. As dozens of boys shuffled 
out of the hut terming the raid 
“busy but dull,” Captain Gable 
had his invariable “honey” salu- 
tation and only this to say: 

“I’m afraid there’s nothing to 
tell.” 

The Fortress in which Gable 
flew, alternating between gun and 
camera, is called “The Duchess.” 
It was piloted by Major John 
Blaylock, of Council Bluffs, Iowa, 
and Captain John Carraway, of 
Raleigh, N. C. The plane bore 
witness to accuracy of enemy flak. 
It had been thoroughly peppered. 

Works Gun, Camera. 

On this mission, Gable man- 
aged to work both his gun and 
camera. He is a fullfledged gun- 
ner but is engaged at the same 
time in filming an educational 
picture of the Army Air Force at 
work. He fired the plane’s nose 
gun and then stood between the 
pilot and cepilot to shoot the last 
few feet of film over Nantes.

Gable was asked whether he 
carried a good-luck plece. 

“Honey,” he said, “I won’t start 
that until they invent one to ward 
off the Luftwaffe.” 

The fifth mission probably will 
wind up Gable’s active service in 
this theater, but he declined to 
speak a valedictory. 

“I was sent to do a job and I’m 
lucky it went off on schedule,” 
he said. 

“It’s rugged.” 

Gable is expected to return to 
the United States shortly to com- 
plete his film.

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Woman Circulator Says 


By CHRISTINE JONES. 


The smartly dressed woman, sit- 
ting in on the business meeting 
of the Southern Circulation Man- 
agers’ Association, was entirely 
feminine from her pert black hat 
to her toeless pumps. 

Yet she holds down a man’s job 
in a woman’s way. She is Mrs. 
Sue Sharman, circulation manager 
of the Morning World and the 
News-Star in Monroe, La., and, 
incidentally, the only woman mem- 
ber of the managers’ association. 

“Giving orders to men is tricky 
business for a “woman,” Mrs, 
Sharman said, “so I don’t give or- 
ders. I just ask for co-operation 
and give suggestions to my fellow 
workers.” - 

Mrs. Sharman, who supervises 
the distribution of more than 11,- 
000 papers in the morning and 
some 10,500 in the afternoon, plus 
24.000 on Sunday, joined the cir- 
culation end of newspaper work 
by accident. 

Trained on Weekly. 

“Back in 1933 I worked on a 
small weekly paper. My boss was 
so enthusiastic over newspaper 
work that my interest was aroused 
to give reporting a try. I placed 
by application in the editorial de- 
partment of the Shreveport Times, 
but I didn’t have enough experi- 
ence for the job. So I ended up 
in the circulation department.” 

Apparently Mrs. Sharman took 
the right step, because she’s been 
in the business eight years and 
was made circulation manager in 
November, 1942. 

“Once I was envious of report- 
ers.” the pretty manager smiled, 
“but now I know that my job is 
just as important and can be 
made just as interesting.” 

When she firs’ stepped into the 
circulation office of the Times, 
Mrs. Sharman acknowledges, her 
knees were shaking and her heart 
was in her throat. “But the co- 
operation of the fellows there soon 
put me at ease.” 

Extra Problems. 

Since the war the reduction of 
newsprint, the drafting of workers 
have added to the normal prob- 
lems of the circulation manager. 

“I've found the best way to take 
care of these worries is to meet 
them day by day,” Mrs. Sharman 
said. “In that way you can save 
yourself a few gray hairs.” 

“Circulation in Monroe has been 
doubled since the outbreak of 
war,” she added. “In peacetime 
Monroe is a city of about 38,000 
population but when Selman Field 
went into operation it sprang to 
about 50,000.” 

In addition to her man-sized job, 
Mrs. Sharman holds down the 
home while her husband, Roy 
Sharman, works on a defense job 
in Washington state. She also 
looks after five-year-old Roy Jr., 
who “wants to be a paper boy like 
his mom when he grows up.” 

The attractive career woman is 
a graduate of Louisiana State 
Teachers’ College and planned to 
teach before she got into the cir- 
culation department. 

She was unanimously elected 
director of the board of the man- 
agers’ association from Louisiana 
and hopes she'll get back to At- 
lanta for another convention.

Hannover Showered. 


In addition to the double blow 
by the Fortresses at Nantes, the 
widespread operations were high- 
lighted by the RAF’s heavy con- 
centrated raid last night on the 
German industrial and railway 
center of Hannover, in which a 
great tonnage of bombs was drop- 
ped in 30 explosive minutes. 

The Germans threw up a con- 
siderable swarm of fighters in an 
effort to stave off today’s assaults 
on the Nantes area, but only one 
Fortress was lost in the morning 
raid. 

The Fortress fleet often has hit 
several different targets in a day, 
but this was the first time it had 
hammered the same target twice 
in'a day. It indicated the Allies 
had begun applying the pressure 
in earnest in their campaign 
against important Nazi facilities. 

The blows fell with triphammer 
rapidity between yesterday eve- 
ning and dusk today, and the drive 
apparently continued into tonight 
when coastal observers on the 
English Channel reported more 
large formations of planes were 
swarming across to the continent 
and the Berlin radio quit the air.

Will Put Bonds 
Over the Top 


NEW YORK, Sept. 23.—(/)— 
Dedicating the remaining nine 
days of the third war loan to 
General Mark Clark’s “gallant 
Fifth Army” battling in Italy, Sec- 
retary Morgenthau said tonight 
the $3,000,000,000 that still must 
be raised might seem impossible 
but declared: 

“To some, not very long ago, 
beating Germany seemed impos- 
sible. The invasion of North 
Africa, of Sicily, of Italy, seemed 
impossible. It seemed impossible 
for the Rusisans to drive the Nazi 
forces out of their land. But all 
these things were done.” 

He added, in a CBS radio ad- 
dress, that he was just as con- 
fident “our home front army 
of 5,000,000 volunteer salesmen” 
would be able to sell $25, $50 and 
$100 bonds to “millions of people” 
to attain the goal. 

“Nor will we forget that every 
extra billion will end the war 
just that much sooner,” he as- 
serted. 

The October 2 closing date for 
the drive announced by Morgen- 
thau was the first time a _ termi- 
nation date had been set. 

In Washington, meanwhile, the 
Treasury reported a “most gratify- 
ing” upswing in small bond pur- 
chases as it announced a gain of 
$522,000,000 in sales during the 
day to bring the total to $12,222.- 
000,000. 

Pointing to a 5 per cent over- 
night rise in bond sales to indi- 
viduals—now 44 per cent of the 
$5,000,000,000 goal for that cate- 
gory—National Director Ted Gam- 
ble said “it is apparent that in- 
dividuals—the people—are behind 
this drive.” 

“The small bond buyers are go- 
ing to carry the third war loan 
to success,” he declared. 

With the campaign scheduled to 
close October 2, bond sales dur- 
ing the remaining nine days will 
have to average over $300,000,000 
a day to reach the $15,000,000,000 
quota.

Ripples are showing up already 
in Georgia's 1944 political pool, 
with state Democratic women 
calling a parley in LaGrange, a 
few Georgia counties jumping the 
gun on spring primaries by many 
months, and opposition being talk- 
ed for some of the state offices. 

Mrs. Herbert Fay Gaffney, of 
Columbus, director of the wom- 
en’s division of the state Demo- 
cratic party, yesterday called a 
conference at LaGrange for Oc- 
tober ll and 12. ° 

Mrs. Gladys Tillett, of Washing- 
ton, vice chairman of the Demo- 
cratic Women’s National Commit- 
tee, will be the principal speaker. 
Mrs. Jarrell Dunson and Miss 
Eleanor Orr, both of LaGrange, 
will have charge of arrangements. 
Mrs. Gaffney, Mrs. J. A. Rollison 
and Mrs. Helen Coxon will meet 
with Mrs. Dunson next week to 
map plans for the conference, 
which will discuss the role wom- 
en will play in next year’s elec- 
tions. 

Few Already Running. 

A few county officers already 
are running for jobs which begin 
January 1, 1945, with some of 
Georgia’s counties holding pri- 
maries this fall which customar- 
ily would be held next spring. 
While no reasons were known 
here for rushing the primaries, it 
was pointed out that early pri- 
maries held at a time when there 
is little interest in politics do give 
incumbents the advantage. 

The terms of United States Sen- 
ator Walter F. George and of the 
10 Georgia congressmen expire 
next year. George has the back- 
ing of the Arnall administration 
for re-election. Harry Alexander, 
of Atlanta, former Republican and 
independent, is seeking to make 
another race against Representa- 
tive Robert Ramspeck. 

The new election laws require 
a candidate to present petitions 
signed by 5 per cent of the regis- 
tered voters before he can qualify, 
and Alexander now is seeking sig- 
natures. The secretary of state’s 
office has had quite a few in- 
quiries from. prospective candi- 
didates about this new law—an 
act designed to cut expenses by 
preventing the ballot from being 
encumbered with candidates who 
have no following. 

Fight For Court Posts. 

Opposition is being discussed for 
posts on the court of appeals, 
where the terms of Judge Alexan- 
der Stephens and Judge B. C. 
Gardiner expire. A middle Geor- 
gia attorney whose name was not 
divulged was reported planning to 
run for Stephens’ post. State 
Senator Claude Pittman, of Car- 
tersville, also was quoted as con- 
sidering making a race for a posi- 
tion on the appellate court. 

Terms of half of the members of 
the supreme court expire next 
year. While the court ordinarily 
would find terms of only two jus- 
tices expiring, the resignation of 
Chief Justice Charles Reid to enter 
the armed forces creates an extra 
vacancy. 

Justice Lee B. Wyatt probably 
will find his name twice on the 
ballot. The former Coweta supe- 
rior court judge recently named to 
the supreme court when Justice 
R. C. Bell was elevated to chief 
justice is expected to seek the peo- 
ple’s approval to fill Bell’s unex- 
pired term. This term will end 
within a month after the general 
election—January 1, 1945. Wyatt 
also probably will be a candidate 
for the full six-year term. 

Two Races at Once. 

While Wyatt would make two 
races at once, Chief Justice Bell 
will find himself in the position of 
running twice within two years. 
He was appointed to serve as chief 
justice until the next election. 
Then it will be up to him to run 
for Reid’s unexpired term. This 
term expires January 1, 1946—so 


Bell probably will be a candidate 


in 1946. for a new six-year term. 

The term of Associate Justice 
Henry Duckworth also expires 
next year. | 

The term of one of the five pub- 
lic service commissioners expires 
next year. He is Matt McWhor- 
ter, of Lexington. 

State senators and representa. 
tives will be chosen next year, as 
will judges and solicitors of the 
various lower courts. Among the 
superior court judges seeking elec- 
tion will be two recent Arnall ap- 
pointees—J. M. C. Townsend, who 
is filling the unexpired term of 
Judge Mitchell, of the Cherokee 
circuit, and Judge Sam _ Boykin, 
filling the unexpired .term of 
Judge Wyatt on the Coweta cir- 
cuit.

Installment 
Fines Sought 


In Bond Probe 


A suggestion that defendants 
brought into recorders’ courts be 
allowed to pay their fines on the 
installment plan as one means of 
preventing bonding irregularities 
is before the police committee in- 
vestigating an alleged bonding 
racket here. .

Ice Plant Jobs 


Wage rates for key jobs in pow- 
er laundries and ice manufactur- 
ing plants in the southeast, repre- 
senting levels to which operators 
may raise their workers’ pay, have 
been announced by the fourth re- 
gional War Labor Board.

Pay rates above the approvable 
levels cannot be increased except 
to correct substandards of living, 
to meet the Little Steel formula, 
in rare cases to meet critical 
needs of war production and to 
preserve traditional wage differen- 
tials between jobs, he said. 

Rates below 40 cents an hour 
were set for some areas on jobs 
in the ice industry, although in- 
creases up to 40 cents an hour 
may be given without WLB ap- 
proval because many wage rates 
paid are below the 40-cent level, 
he added. 

For power laundry employes 
pay scales range from 18 cents 
per hour for shakers in “D” labor 
market areas, up to 65 cents an 
hour for spotters in “A” areas. 

Approvable rates for key jobs 
in the Atlanta or “B” area ice 
industries include: Bookkeepers, 
82, cashiers 55, clerks 60, coal 
rollers 40, Diesel engineers 60, ice 
pullers 40, platform foreman 50, 
platform labor 40, refrigeration 
engineers, class A, 80; class B 50; 
truck drivers 45, and common la- 
bor 40 cents an hour,

Mother’s FondnessiIn Hall County 
For Driving Horses 


(Editor’s Note: 


This is another of the favorite Ernie Pyle 


columns from past years that are being reprinted while Ernie 


takes a rest from his duties as war correspondent, 


about his mother, now dead.)

DANA, Ind.—My mother would rather drive a team of 


horses in the field than cook a dinner. 


She has done very 


little of the first, and too much of the latter, in her lifetime. 


My mother is living proof that 
happiness is within yourself, be- 
cause she has done nothing for a 
whole long lifetime but work too 
hard, and yet I’m sure she has 


been happy. 
She leves the farm. She wouldn't 


think of moving to town, as the 
other “retired” farmers do. She 


would rather stay home now and 
milk the cows than go to the state 
fair. 

Chicken Raiser. 

She is the best chicken raiser 
and cake baker in the neighbor- 
hood She loves to raise chickens 
and hates to bake cakes. 

She and my father took a trip 
east, and saw Niagara Falls, after 
they had been married 30 years. 
She didn’t want to go, and was 
glad to get home, but did admit 
she enjoyed the trip. The high- 
light of the journey (which in- 
cluded Washington and New 
York) was a night in a tourist 
cabin rear Wheeling, W. Va. It 
was fixed up so nicely inside, she 
said, just like home. She talks 
about it yet. 

My mother probably knows as 
little about world affairs as arty 
woman in our neighborhood. Yet 
she is the broadest-minded and 
most liberal of the lot. 

I don’t remember her ever tell- 
ing me I couldn‘t do something. 
She always told me what she 

,thought was right, and what was 
wrong, and then it was.up to me. 
Pipe Incident. 

When’‘I was about 16 I forgot 
and left my corncob pipe lying on 
the window-sill one day when ! 
went to school. When I got home 
that night, she handed me the 
pipe and said, “I see you're smok- 
ing now.” I said “Yes.” And that 
was all there was to that. 

She thinks it’s awful for women 
to smoke, but I imagine if she 
had a daughter who smoked, she’d 
think it was all right. 

My mother is a devout Meth- 
odist and a prohibitionist. Yet she 
and my father voted for Al Smith 
in 1928, because they thought he 
was a better man than Hoover. 
Some of their neighbors wouldn't 
speak to them for months because 
they voted for a Catholic and a 
wet. But they didn’t care. They 
are always doing things they think 
are right. 

My mother never can get her 
big words straight. She calls the 
quintuplets the “quintriplets.” 

3 Interests in Life. 

My mother has had only three 
real interests in her whole life— 
my father, myself, and her farm 
work. Nothing else makes much 
difference to her. And yet, when

My mother has quite a temper. 
I remember once when the lini- 
ment man came, and said we 
hadn’t paid him‘ for a bottle of 
liriment.

So my 
mother went and got the money, 
opened the screen door, and threw 
it in his face. He never came back 
again. 

She always tells people just 
what she thinks. A good many of 
our neighbors have deservedly felt 
the whip of her tongue, and they 
pout over it awhile, but whenever 
they're in trouble they always 
thaw out and come asking for 
help. And of course get it. 

Helped Neighbors. 

My mother is the one the neigh- 
bors always call on when some- 
body gets sick, or dies, or needs 


tically raised a couple of kids, be- 
sides myself. She has always been 
the confidant of the young people 
around here. 

I started driving a team of 
horses in the fields when I was 
nine. I remember that first day 
perfectly. My mother had gone to 
a club meeting, but she came home 
in the middle of the afternoon, and 
brought me a lunch of bread and 
butter and sugar out to the field. 
And also, I suppose, she wanted to 
make sure I hadn’t been dragged 
to death under the harrow. 

My mother played the violin 
when she was younger, but she 
gave it up after I took one term of 
lessons. I gave it up too. You 
should have heard me. 

Life of Pioneer. 

My mother doesn’t realize it, but 
her life has been the life of a real 
prairfe pioneer. You could use her 
in a book, or paint her picture, as 
one of the sturdy stock of the ages 
who have always done the carry- 
ing-on when the going was tough. 

She isn’t so well any more, but 
she seems to work harder than 
ever. We try to get her to rest. 
But she says, “Oh, the work has to 
be done.” We say, “Yes, but you 
don’t have to do it. Supposing you 
were gone, the work would still be 
here, but you wouldn’t have to do 
it.” But she doesn’t understand 
what we mean.

Elinor Glyn Succumbs at 78— 
Put Sex Appeal in Parlor Talk’ 


By E. C. DANIEL. 
LONDON, Sept. 23.—(/)—Eli- 
nor Glyn, who put sex appeal 
into parlor conversation under 
the name of “It,” died today, but 


the legend of her life, which was 
as exciting as the plots of her 
novels, is still alive after half a 
century. 

Mrs. Glyn would have been 79 
on October 17. She had been in 
a nursing home three weeks. For 
the past two days she had been 
unconscious. 

In the midst of a war which 
has substituted utility for glamor 
in everything, London looked nos- 
talgically back to the Glyn leg- 
end for a moment. 


Elinor Glyn emerged from the 
overstuffed Victorian era into the 
gay setting of Edwardian Eng- 
larid, freshly red-haired and 
green eyed, smartly gowned, 
clever and witty. She knew ev- 
eryone. 

In 1892 she married wealthy 
Clayton Glyn, and on their hon- 
eymoon in Brighton he rented the 


public baths at the Metropole for 
two days in order, he said, that | 
he might appreciate the beauty of | 
the mermaid he had married. 
They settled in a 300-year-old 
farmhouse in Essex near Eastion 
Lodge, home of -Mrs. Glyn’s 
friend Frances, Lady Warwick, 


where the aristocracy of England, 
including the then Prince of 
Wales, gathered in the nineties. 


In 1900 she wrote her first 
novel, “The Visits of Elizabeth.” 
Seven years later she published 
“Three Weeks,” which was pub- 
licly denounced as immoral but 
which heralded the advent of jazz 
10 years before its time. 

“She wrote frankly of love 
when the world was squeamish,” 
said the Evening News. She pro- 
duced 31 books and nine movies. 

In later years, her legs still 
trim, her hair still startingly red 
and her face chalk white in the 
fashion of the day, she occupied 
a vast apartment in London dec- 
orated in the style of the Ed- 
wardian era which was her hey- 
day. 

Carpets were thick and _ soft 
and Mrs. Glyn greeted guests 
from a leopard-skin divan. | 

No matter what “it” meant to 
the public, Mrs. Glyn § always 
said, “when | wrote about it the 
word meant personal magnetism: 
charm.”

With Personalism, Not Individualism 


THE SURVIVAL OF WESTERN 
CULTURE by Ralph Tyler 
Flewelling. Harper & Broth- 
ers, New York. $3. 


This book was written partly 
as an answer to Spengler’s his- 
toric “Decline of the West” and 
partly as a plea for a survival 
of democracy. The greater value 
lies in the latter purpose since 
the main stress is the conflict 
between democracy, which ele- 
vates the individual, and author- 
itarianism, which places the 
State above all else. Both may 
be found in western culture. 

Which wag is western culture 
headed? Spengler’s “sense of 


: 


destiny” predicted the end 
would come when there were no 
new worlds to conquer. Profes- 
sor Flewelling (head of the 
school of philosophy at the Uni- 


versity of Southern California) 
places his faith in the west, pro- 
viding the individual is su- 
preme.

Nor does Fle- 
welling infer the west will win 
out at the expense of the east 
because “east and west must 
come together in mutual under- 
standing and helpfulness if civ- 
ilization is not to perish.” 


CLEAR THE TRACKS! By Jo- 
seph Bromley. (Whittlesey 
House. $2.75.)

a circus. 

To Joe Bromley, a call-boy of 
17, engineers were lords of the 
rails, and at 20 he became the 
youngest engineer on the road, 
after two years of chucking tim- 
ber into the wood-burning 
engine and firing a high-steam- 
ed coal engine. 

The glamor of the hard seat- 
box on the right-hand side of the 
cab never faded for him, who 
was bewitched by the music of 
iron wheels.

Change of Exercises Helpful,

Repeat 12 
times to begin with, later 25. 

Chance to go wrong: Letting the 
small of the back come off the 
floor and forgetting to pull up 
and in with the lower abdominal 
muscles.

Kidney Bean Loaf. 

Soak 1 pound kidney beans over- 
night. Cook in same water until 
beans are tender, about 1 1-2 hours. 
When done, the water should be‘ 
practically absorbed. Mash beans, 
and mix with 11-2 teaspoons salt, 
and 1-2 teaspoon pepper. Melt 
1-2 cup meat drippings, add 1-2 
cup chopped onion and stir until 
onion begins to brown. Stir in 4 
cups coarse bread crumbs, then 
mix with the beans. Add. 1-4 
pound grated cheese and 1-2 cup 
tomato catsup. Mix well and pack 
into a greased baking pan and 
bake in a slow oven, 325 degrees, 
for 11-4 hours. Mix 1 tablespoon 
margarine with 1-4 cup hot water 
and baste loaf during baking. Turn 
out on hot platter and serve with 
left-over meat gravy or with this 
brown sauce: Melt 2 tablespoons 
margarine, add 1 teaspoon minced 
onion, and 1 tablespoon minced 
parsley and stir until beginning to 
brown.

Bean Soup. 

Soak 1-2 pound navy beans over- 
night. Drain, cover with fresh 
water and heat slowly to boiling 
point. Add a small onion, a small 
piece of bayleaf, 1 teaspoon salt 
and % teaspoon sugar. Boil gen- 
tly until beans are soft enough to 
mash. Rub beans through a sieve; 
there should be enough beans and 
moisture to make 2 to 21-2 cups. 
Dice 2 slices bacon and fry until 
crisp. Stir 2 tablespoons flour 
into bacon fat and blend. Add 
2 chopped fresh tomatoes, and 1 
cup water.

Apples add a great deal of fine, 


food value and interest to our 
fall and winter meals. Apple pie, 
apple dumplings, applesauce, fried 
apple rings, are some of the ways 
this popular and healthful fruit 
comes to the table. Baked apples 
are a simple but excellent dessert 
or breakfast fruft and are especial- 
ly liked if the apples are baked 
to a soft, juicy goodness. There 
are a number of recipes for bak- 
ing apples; stuffed with marma- 
lade, brown sugar, raisins, nut 
meats and such. But whatever 
recipe you use be sure to bake 
the apples until they’re very soft 
and keep them juicy. Here is a 
simple recipe using syrup for 
sweetening: 

6 apples, tart 

1 cup corn syrup (or honey) 

14 cup water 

1 tablespoon lemon juice 

Core apples and remove peeling 
from around the top of each: Do 
not peel all the way down. Ar- 
range apples in deep baking pan 
and pour syrup, made by boiling 
Syrup and water together. Add 
lemon juice and pour over apples. 
Bake in moderate oven, 375 de- 
grees, basting often with syrup 
around apples.

Peanut Drop Cookies. 

1-2 cup shortening 

1 cup sugar 

2 eggs 

2 cups enriched sifted flour 

2 teaspoons baking powder

Cream shortening and sugar to- 
gether. Add beaten eggs. Blend 
thoroughly. Sift dry ingredients 
together. Add alternately with 
milk to creamed mixture. Add 
nuts. Mix only enough to blend. 
Drop by spoonfuls on greased 
baking sheet. Bake in moderately 
hot oven, 400 degrees, about 10 
minutes. Makes 8 dozen 1 1-2- 
inch cookies. 

Baked Apple Dumpling. 

Mix and sift 1 1-2 cups flour, 
2 1-2 teaspoons baking powder, 
1-2*teaspoon salt and 1 tablespoon 
sugar. Rub in 5 tablespoons short- 
ening and when blended, mix to 
a soft dough with about 1-2 cup 
milk.

5—The Fascists also took a 
hand in the deliverance of Rome 
to the Nazis. Blackshirted Fascists 
sided with the Germans and fired 
on Italian troops. 

The Milan dispatch said there 
were similar occurrences at Turin, 


Genoa, Milan and Bologna. In 
each instance, a relatively small 
German force was aided in defeat- 
ing Italian troops by “generals 
who were unwilling to resist, 
commanders who sabotaged and 
high officials who betrayed.”

Morale Is High 
Among Doctors 


In U. S. Navy 


Lieutenant James T. Busbee, of 
Atlanta, who was aboard a pow- 
erful new cruiser which helped 
cover the landings at Casablanca 
and then got in on the final ac- 


tion driving the Japs out of Gua- 
dalcanal, described the battle in 
which the VU. S. S. Atlanta was 
sunk as “the biggest blow the 
Japs received and the greatest 
naval defeat any nation had ever 
taken.” 

“While we hadn’t arrived at the 
time,” Lieutenant Busbee, who 
was here on sick leave before re- 
porting to the Naval hospital at 
Charleston, went on to explain, 
“Those officers in the great sea 
battles of November 13-15 told me 
that was the biggest blow the 
Japs received to their fleet, and 
that history will show the Japs 
suffered the greatest naval defeat 
any nation had ever taken.” 


The Georgia Tech’ graduate, 
who was connected with the Em- 
pire Printing & Box Co. before 
going on active duty in February, 
1941, was injured by the concus- 
sion of a big gun during a sur- 
prise air attack. 

Lieutenant Busbee praised the 
smoothness of operations in the 
South Pacific where the fighting 
and weather are hot. He said 
there was no distinction between 
services; and “all function as one 
smooth unit.” : 

Pointing out that morale is high 
in spite of the hardships, Lieu- 
tenant Busbee said that Navy doc- 
tors “have men walking around 
who by all odds should not be 
alive.” The medics are doing a 
great job, he added. 

Lieutenant Busbee, whose ad- 
dress here is 942 Ponce de Leon 
avenue, was on one of the Navy’s 
newest and most powerful cruis- 
ers. Before going to sea he was 
senior military duty officer at the 
Charleston Navy Yard.
